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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Newly submitted claims 53-60 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: The new claims include 
limitation for altering data corresponding to the content wherein the altering processes the 
content data using a pseudo random permutation which yields data having a substantially flat 
power spectral density. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 53-60 withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a 
non-elected invention.

In reference to claims 1, 27, consists solely of executing a mathematical algorithm which 
is non- statutory subject matter. 

In reference to claims 15, 53, and 58, claims transforming data and as such manipulates 
abstract ideas or concepts. The claims lack a useful concrete and tangible result. w

will be allowable.
